From Circumstances Surrounding the Case, Suicide Seems to 


Be the Most Reasonable Theory—Poison was Undoubt- 


edly Swallowed-Queer Note Left Behind.

-A death occurred Friday evening in 


West Newark, which is shrouded in 
the deepest mystery, and it may de- 
velop that a foul crime has been com- 
mitted. 


Between four and five o'clock H. C. 


T. Cressey, a moulder employed at the 
Moser-Wehrle company foundry, was, 
found in the stable of Dr. Jos. G. Bow- 
ers, who lives on Union street, West 
Newark. 
He was in an unconscious 


condition when found and died about 
six o'clock. 


The circumstances were so peculiai 


that Coroner Scott J. Evans was noti- 
fied and soon arrived on the scene, and 
viewfed the remains after which they 
were sent to Bowers & Bradley's' un- 
dertaking establishment 
to be pre- 


pared for burial. 


The deceased was a member of the 


A. O. U. W. which lodge, considering 
the suspicious circumstances, insisted 
on a post mortem. 


Dr. J. P. H. Stedem, assisted by Dil- 


lon Stewart, performed the autopsy. 
The stomach was taken out and will 
be sent to the state chemist at Colum- 
bus. 


The inquest will be held as soon as 


the decision of the chemist is received. 


A note found in the dead man's hat 


read as follows: 


"Doctor—I am 
so weak 
and sick 


from a drink I took with a friend that 
I am afraid he has done me up for $200 
I .got last night. He is Robert Wilson. 


"CRESSEY." 


^_TJhis._note led to the belief that the 
man had met with foul play, and the" 
police were notified and endeavored to 
locate the man Wilson, but as yet no 
such a man has- been found. 


The manner of Cressey's death was 


detailed to a reporter for the Advocate 
by Mr. Ben Slate, a section man on 
the C. & N, division, who lives at 49 
Union street. He said: 


"Cressey was in the habit of looking 


after Dr. Bowers' horse at noon and 
evening through his friendship for the 
doctor, and because he liked the 
horse, while I attended him in 
the 


morning. 
My wife was in the back 


yard near the stable, and hearing a 
noise said to me, 'Benny, something's 
the matter with the horse or Cressey's 
awful sick.' 
I went into the wagon 


shed, then to the barn, and finding 
nothing below, climbed the ladder, and 
put my head into the mow, but owing 
to the hay near the entrance did not 
see anything and started down. I then 
plainly heard a moan, and going back 
to the mow, climbed into it, and going 
over the hay, found Cressey lying on 
his back, at the west end of the mow, 
his legs drawn up, and in convulsions. 


"I hurried down and summoned aid, 


in the person of Dr. Bowers and Wm. 
E. Fulton. We secured a cot at Mr. 
Futlon's and went back to the barn, 
setting the cot on the lower floor. We 
then went into the mow< and carried | 
Cressey down. He was unconscious 
and moaning constantly. We carried 
him into ray house (Dr. Bowers' barn j 
being on the back part of my lot) and 
the doctor administered restoratives, 
but after lingering about two nous and 
a half he died. I saw Cressey in the 
morning- and he v/as seen by my wife 
in the afternoon. 
He had been sick 


off and on for some time. HP was no- 
a drinking man in any sense of the 
term, sometimes taking a glass of! 
beer.

theory, I do net wish to express."

to his boarding house this morning at 
Mr. George Williams', 36 Union street. 


Mr. Williams said that Cressey had 


not been working steadily for the past 
six weeks, often going to work, when, 
in his opinoin, he was in no wise able. 
Mr. Williams said that he did not wish 
at this time to express any opinion for 
publication, as to Cressey's death. 


In spite of the note'found, charging 


murder, the- police take no stock in 
this theory. They argue that had Cres- 
sey been able to write this note, he 
would most surely have been able to 
have given an alarm, and they have 
no doubt but that it was suicide. Al- 
though his associates maintain 
a 


sphinx-like silence in the matter, it is 
evident by the 'way they refuse to be 
interviewed that they share the theory 
of suicide, the motive probably being 
ill health. 


The deceased was a man aged about 


38 or 40 years, and was unmarried. A 
father, mother and sister survive, and 
live on the Pacific coast. They have 
been notified of the death. 
Nothing 


had been heard from them this morn- 
ing. 


Cressey had worked here, off and on 


for five years. When the war 
with 


Spain broke out he enlisted, and serv- 


ed with'credit in the Cuban campaign, 
his regiment afterward being sent to 
the Philippines. 
He returned to New- 


ark a year ago last May. 


He was a man of quiet demeanor, a 


good workman, and well liked by his 
associates^ He was a member of Gold- 
en., Soi-Ladge^o. 100,,A. _(X-U. W., 
and the local branch of the iron mould- 
ers' union. 


•Doctor 'Bowers said to the Advocate 


this -afternoon that it was his opinion 
that Cressey had committed suioide. 
He 
wished 
it understood however, 


that Cressey, who was an expert; mold- 
er, .was not his hostler, but his friend. 


The man Robert Wilson who was 


accused in the note of administering 
poisoned .whiskey to Cressey, can not 
be found, and is unknown to the Cor- 
craw, the'police and the dead man's 
associates. 


As to the .$200, which the note says 


was the motive for perpetrating the 
alleged crime by Wilson, this can not 
be found to have been drawn in New- 
ark.

"Our first experience in battle was 


at Malabon, where we had t>een sent 
on an expedition, to retake the town, 
which had been taken possession of 
by the natives. In this battle 18 Mor- 
ros and two Dattos were killed, while 
we sustained no casualties at all. This 
was the only reaWIghting we were in 
during the entire service, although 
there were a number of bushwhacking 
fights, in which we lost a number of 
men. The natives are very treacher- 


ous, and are'-more like a' snake than a 
human being. They wear ao clothes, 
and their 
weapons 
are principally 


knives, spears and feows and arrows. 


"We left Prang Prang on the 9th of 


May and arrived in Manilla on the 16th 
of May, and left on the 18th for Naga- 
saki, Japan.

Washington, July C.—In order that 


he may be free and untrammeled by 
official duties in the race for senator 
in 
Illinois, Charles G. Dawes 
has 


tendered to the president his resigna- 
tion as comptroller of the currency, to 
taks effect Oct. 1. Mr. Dawes entered 
upon his official duties Jan. 1, 1898, 
succeeding James H. Eckles, and his 
term would not have expired till Jan. 
1, 1903. When Mr. Dawes entered 
the 
office 
of comptroller 
he 
was 


immediately confronted by tie situa- 
tion in the Chestnut Street National 
bank of Philadelphia. He found it 
necessary in the interest of the cred- 
itors of the bank to oppose the gen- 
eral plan of a reorganization commit- 
tee formed by prominent citizens of 
Philadelphia and for a time he was 
severely criticised. His plan was fol- 
lowed, however, and it saved to the 
creditors of the bank a lien on other 
property from which they probably 
will realize over ?1,000,000. He fre- 
quently expressed himself as in favor 
of prompt action when convinced that 
the public interests required action at 
all, and acted on his principle, nota- 
by in the recent case of the Seventh 
National bank of New York. 


Upon entering office the fag ends 


largely of the national bank failures 
of the 1893 panic were still undisposed 
of. During the last four years he col- 
lected §25,000,000 cash from these as- 
sets, covering all kinds of property. 


One of his first orders after enter- 


ing office stopped the practice of the 
employment of national bank exam- 
iners for the private examination of 
banks. Early in his term he made a 
rule levying a second assessment upon 
stockholders of insolvent banks where 
the first assessment had been less 
than the law authorized, and he estab- 
lished the practice of rebating to 
stockholders 
such portions of the 


prior assessments as was determined 
by further liquidation to have been 
excessive under the law. Comptroller 
Dawes also organized a system of con- 
solidation of insolvent banks in the 
last stages of liquidation in the inter- 
est; of economy, so that at this time 
37 receiverships are being adminis- 
tered by two receivers with greally 
reduced expanses. He also has uni- 
formly hastened the liquidation of in- 
solvent banks. 


Owing to the passage of the law of 


March 4, 1SOO, the national bank sys- 
tem of the country nas greatly in- 
creased. During his administration 
he has created 775 banks. The num- 
ber of national banks now u28er his 
supervision is 4,064, having assets of 
$5,630,794,387. 


One of the raost prominent features 


of his administration has been his 
annual reports to congress. He came 
to office at a time when the monetary 
system of the country was a subject 
of general interest and the arguments 
he advanced in his reports became the 
subject of widespread discussion by 
the press and financial journals of the 
"United States and England. He argued 
against bank asset aurrency under our 
present national bank system and op- 
posed with vigor the idea of a prior 
lien of the noteholder over th edepos- 
itor upon assets of insolvent banks.

The boy says Al- 
bers, when he saw Koehler fall from 
the fence, said, "I am sorry I did it." 
The rifle used was a 22 flobert rifle, 
and short caliber. The ball struck 
Koehler in the left breast and passel 
through his heart. He died almost 
instantly. 


When Albers-saw what he had done 


he ran into the house and told his 
mother. The neighborhood was quick- 
ly alarmed with the news and during 
the excitement Albers ran away. 
It 


was not until the arrival of the police 
that a search v.-as made for him. Hs 
was found in the cellar of his home, 
suspended by the neck from the end 
of a rope tied to a beam of the floor. 


When he learned that Koehler was 


dead Albers went to the cellar, and 
taking a piece of rope tied it to a 
beam, stood on a cask and fastened it 
about his neck. He then jmnped from 
the cask and was suspended in midair 
when found. When cut down he was 
still alive, but died in a few moments. 


Damascus Dawson Paroled.
